In removing the foundations o f the 
co inag e building of the old mint,

The cellar in which the vaults 
were 
located was reached by heavy stone 
steps, suppo rted by brick 
or 
stone 
arches, a method handed down from 
medieval times. 
One of the vaults in 
which bullion was wtored consisted 
o f a vault within a vault, and was de­ 
signed, it is said, at the time of the 
war o f 
1812 to conceal 
materials 
which could not be readily transported 
to o ther hiding places. 
Several small 
windows in the cellar were protected 
by heavy hand-wrought 
iron 
bars 
These haye been preserved, and will 
be added, along with 
other 
relics, 
such as locks and hinges, to the col­ 
lection in Independence hall. 
In dig­ 
ging out an old well in the yard a 
number of copper coins, bearing the 
dates 1816 Rnd 1818, vsere found, as 
well as a quantity of scrap copper 
from which the coins had been cut 
From old papers relating to a lawsuit, 
found by Frank H. Stewart, president 
of t! " o m pa n y which owns the prop­ 
erty. it 
was ascertained 
that 
five 
buildings were originally included in 
the old mint, all of 
them 
grouped 
around (he coinage building. It is an 
historic fact that this old structure, 
which was the last of these buildings 
to be razed, was the first building of 
any desc ription erected by authority 
of the United States congress.—Phila­ 
delphia Record.

Ea ch Fa mily In Larwick Ha s Its Own 
Flo ck W hich tho Children 
Po o d. 


There aro many «mall villages in 
the world that have only one afreet; 
but Lerwick, in Shetland, besides hav­ 
ing only a single street possesses only 
one tree, and It is pot a very tall one 
either. There are no land birds there, 
not even a sparrow; but the sea gullB 
are plentiful. 
Tho inhabitants of 
Shetland 
aro 
very proud of their tree and very kind 
to the gulls, of whom the children 
make pets. 
Children who are brought 
for the first time to see the wonders 
of one-Htrooted LerwMck 
are 
alwuiys 
shown, as a groat curiosity, “ the only 
tree in Shetland.” 
The nea gulls are the Sparrows of 
Lerw ick; and us such they havo a 
greater share in the town’s life than 
tlie sparrows 
of 
London. 
In the 
morning you will note that a sea gull 
wits on every chimney pot. 
Sea gulla 
swoop and hover over every roof In 
town. The air is full of their strange, 
high, plaintive, haunting erics. 
Every house hns it« own familiar 
sea gulls and every street its own 
band of them. 
Hut, according to tho 
Fiflit Magazine, they never mix. 
Tho 
children in each house have a pet 
nnmo for their own particular sea 
gulls; and, having called 
them 
by 
those names, they feed them every 
(lay. 
Each sea gull knows what is meant 
for him. 
No bird attached 
to 
one 
house ever socks to eat the food scat­ 
tered from tho house next door. 
He 
doe» not dare to do so. 
So all day 
long the sou gulls hover and call over 
the roofs of Lerwick.

Rare Metal in Small Quantities Usu­ 
ally Is Associated With Gold 
in Grave! Beds.

Taxes. 


OLD FASHIONED FAMILY PEW 


In That Rested the Strength of tho

Platinum is found associated with 
gold, principally in gravel beds. 
The 
ordinary source is accumulations ot 
gravel which have been eroded from 
extensive area and gradually concen­ 
trated in one locality by the continued 
action of water. 
It is a rare metal 
and tho accumulation must be fiom a 
great extent oi^ country if a paying 
deposit is to be developed. 
Platinum is of a silver gray color 
which is rarely tarnished. 
Its devel­ 
opment is similar to gold, except that 
where gold is usually associated with 
quartz and light colored rocks plat­ 
inum will be found more commonly 
with dark colored rocks, and espe­ 
cially those of a greenish shading. 
It la found only in small quantities, 
except ftt two or three localities. W est­ 
ern Colombia and eastern Russia have 
gravel beds which afford tho princi­ 
pal supply of thlH metal. 
Elsewhere 
it is found over considerable areas, 
hut not sufficiently concentrated to be 
of importance. 
It may be looked for 
among the formations adjacent to re­ 
gions of old volcanic activity. 
The distribution is principally in al­ 
tered rocks, and segregation seems to 
have been tho 
principal cause con­ 
tributing 
to 
its 
collection in ore 
bodies. 
Tiie deposits found up to the 
present time have been of Irregular 
mineralization a^id not of great ex­ 
tent., consequently nil platinum de­ 
posits must be considered with cau­ 
tion. 
Of the raro metals associated with 
platinum, iridium, osmium, paladlum 
and others, little need be said because 
of their rarity. 
If found they will be 
associated with platinum and will bo 
known 
by 
the 
greater 
hardness, 
brighter surface nnd greater specific 
gravity.— Moody’s Magazine.
